In thus reaching the leng th of 
the M editerranean to its western 
g ateway , Moscow has staked its 
claim of influence 
rig ht in

heart 
of p reserves 
long domi­ 
nated by Britain, France, Sp ain 
and Italy . The United States was 
Invited to take p art in the p ar 
iey and 
accep ted, 
but 
Russia 
wasn’t included. 
The immediate 
reaction to the Soviet move was a 
statem ent by a sp okesman of the 
French foreig n ministry that the 
conference had been indefinitely 
p ostp ond p ending action in Mos­ 
cow’s request 
Tang ier 
is a chronic 
boil on 
one of the world’s tender 
sp ots 
It’s the southern g ate-p ost of the 
Strait 
of 
Gibraltar, 
which ob 
viously 
p laces 
it 
among 
the 
g loze’s 
most 
hig hly 
strateg ic 
p ositions. This "neutral” zone oc­ 
cup ies about 225 square miles on 
the northw estern budg e of Af 
rica. Only fourteen miles across 
(within easy 
cannon 
rang e) is 
the coast of Sp ain. Twenty -nine 
miles northeast 
is John 
Bull's 
Rock of Gibraltar. 
Because of its dominating p osi­ 
tion, this zone was detached from 
Morocco 
in 
19 06 
and 
p laced 
under international g uardianship . 
There 
were 
subsquent 
ag ree­ 
m ents and actual control came to 
rest with Sp ain, Italy , France and 
Britain. Moscow' bases its p resent 
claim on the fact that Russia 
was one of

Tang ier—in 
theory 
chastely 
neutral but very often mix ed up 
in intrig ue and 
p ower-p olitics— 
naturally zoomed into vast p ro­ 
minence when the war beg an. 
He who could control this sp ot 
on the Strait of G ibraltar would 
indeed be in a p owerful p osi­ 
tion. 
One of 
those who 
didn’t 
overlook this 
w’as Sp ain's 
Gen­ 
eralissimo Franco.

Franco fortified 
the p ort of Tang ier, desp ite Al­ 
lied p rotests. Throug hout the rest 
of the war there were charg es by

Ax is submarines were op erating 
out of there, and that German 
and Italian ag ents swarmed the 
zone like ants.

DISCOVER OLD 
BRIDGE READY 
TO COLLAPSE 


Repairs Are Being Made After 
Fire Damaged Wooden 
Structure 


S c o tt's Scrap B o o k

Workmen 
under direction of 
County 
Eng ineer, 
Robert 
E. 
Willis, are busy making rep airs 
on 
the 
old 
wooden, 
covered 
bridg e over 
Paint Creek, 
just 
west of Eber, where a week ag o 
last Sunday fire caused ex tensive 
damag e 
to the west 
end of the 
structure. 
It wfas found 
up on ex am ina­ 
tion 
following the fire, 
that the 
blaze, in all p robability , p revent 
ed the structure from collap sing 
under a heavy load, 
due to the 
fact that the main string er on the 
north side of the west end was 
so badly decay ed w’here it rested 
on the abutm ent, that it 
was in 
imminent dang er of g iving away . 
Workmen 
were 
immediately 
sent out to p lace sup p orts under 
the bridg e at the dang er p oint, 
until rep airs could be made and 
the structure p laced in g ood con­ 
dition. 
Work has been g oing forward, 
and the rep air job may be fin­ 
ished within the nex t few day s, 
and the 
structure 
reop ened 
to 
traffic. 
The fire had damag ed some of 
the siding , up rig ht timbers at the 
end, 
and 
burned 
away 
some 
20 feet of the roof, but none of 
the main sup p orting timbers had 
been damag ed. 
Eng ineer 
Willis 
is having the 
workmen 
streng then 
the south 
side of the west end of the struc­ 
ture as a p recautionary measure. 
He 
also 
p lans 
to have 
the 
bridg e included in the federal 
aid p rog ram after the war, and 
have it rep laced with a modem 
structure. 
In the m eantime the roof will 
not be rep laced 
or 
ex tensive 
rep airs made on the charred west 
end of the bridg e. 
Dep uty State Fire Marshal W. 
H. Icenhower, 
investig ating the 
fire, found that 
four boy s 
had 
been striking matches about the 
structure 
sometime 
before 
the 
fire was 
discovered, 
and 
this 
week 
cited the four to Juvenile 
Judg e Rell G. Allen. The boy s, 
some 14 y ears 
of ag e, 
admitted 
p lay ing with matches about the 
bridg e but 
denied 
setting 
the 
structure on fire. 
They were g iven a warning by 
Judg e Allen and released in cus­ 
tody of their p arents, who were 
asked to keep closer w atch on the 
y oung sters 
to 
p revent 
further 
mischief.

W H EN 
certain of 
the body 
parts are not working as they 
should, the conditions produced are 
called 
functional 
disturbance*. 
These functional disturbances fre- j 
quently occur in the stomach and 
bowel although they may show up ' 
in almost any part of the body. 
According to 
Doctor 
Walter 
Lincoln Palmer of Chicago, the 
majority of patients with such dis­ 
orders will respond to treatment 
which has for its purpose the re­ 
storing of tne normal action of the 
bowel by the use of a prrtper diet, 
exercise, rest, and drugs which 
either relieve muscle spasm or 
quiet the nerves. 


Diagnosis After Study 


Diagnosis of a functional dis­ 
turbance is made only after a care­ 
ful study of the patient’s difficulty. 
The symptoms vary to a great ex­ 
tent. There may be a feeling of 
fullness, excessive gas in the bowel, 
pain in the abdomen or tenderness, 
belching, sickness to the stomach, 
loss of appetite, and constipation. 
Doctor Palmer believes that in 
such patients the entire intestinal 
tract is over-irritable, and that in 
the treatment an effort must be 
made to lessen this irritability. 
Since all food and drink is more 


or less stimulating to the diges­ 
tive organs, in some acute condi­ 
tions, a period of starvation may 
be recommended. Doctor Palmer 
has listed foods according to their 
laxative action. 
I .ess Laxative Foods 
In the treatment of functional 
disturbances of the bowel, the 
foods which are less laxative are 
employed, and as the condition im­ 
proves, the more laxative ones may 
be added. I have prepared a list of 
these foods and I shall he glad to 
send a copy of this list to all who 
desire it if they will write, enclos­ 
ing a self-addressed stamped en­ 
velope. Their names will not be 
used. 
In addition to dietary treatment, 
a period of bed rest may be neces­ 
sary in some cases. However, ex­ 
ercises should be used in modera­ 
tion as soon as the bed rest period 
is over. The drugs employed in the 
treatment of this condition consist 
of belladonna and phénobarbital. 
Bromides may also be used. Laxa­ 
tives should not as a rule be em­ 
ployed and then only under the 
doctor’s direction. 
An effort should be made during

ham B ill and 
it became

June 23, 1944. the day after the 
G I B ill of R ights was approved 
It’s now known 
as the Veteran's 
Preference Act of 1944. 
Some very distinct 
right* for 
all veterans particularly the dis­ 
abled— are created by this law A 
system of preference for veterans 
.s created in C ivil Service exami­ 
nations. certification for appoint­ 
ment, in appointment to Govern­ 
ment jobs, reinstatement, re-em- 
ployment and retention And the^e 
benefits extend to both classified 
and unclassified Government jobs. 
Whats the difference” 
Well, that 
had me puzzled at first but I found 
out it's quite simple. 
It seems that, in most Govern­ 
ment agencies 
or 
organizations, 
practically all jobs ar Civil Serv­
